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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 36, 39, 40, 43-53 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a plasma processing 
apparatus including a bias power source coupled to a substrate support and configured to apply a 
potential to the substrate so that electrons from plasma are attracted to the substrate.
